In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(5) of article 77 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Government of India 
(Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely 

1- . These rules may be called the Government of India 
(Allocation of Business) (Two hundred and Forty - seventh 
Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2- In the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules 


(1) in the First Schedule, under the heading "5. Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry (Vanijya aur Udyog 
Mantralaya)”, for sub-headings (ii), (iii) and (iv), 
the following sub-headings shall be substituted* 
namely 

"(ii)Oepartment of Industrial Policy and Promotion 
(Audyogik Niti aur Samvardhan Vibhag) 

(iii)Oepartment of Supply (Poorti Vibhag)."; 


(2) in the Second Schedule, under the heading "MINISTRY OF 
COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY (VANIJYA AUR UDYOG MANTRALAYA)", 
for sub-headings "B" and "C" and the entries relating 
thereto, the following sub-headings and entries shall 
be substituted, namely:- 

"B. DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIAL POLICY AND PROMOTION 
(AUDYOGIK NITI AUR SAMVARDHAN VIBHAG)
